"Min." denotes a miniature under ); inches in dia- 
meter. 

"Ball" denotes the dahlia of ball form over 33 in- 
ches. 

"Pom" denotes the small ball dahlia under 2 inches.

A FEW THINGS TO REMEMBER 


Dahlias will grow in a wide range of soils and loca- 
tions, but are partial to good greatment. They love 
moisture, but not wet feet, so be sure to plant where 
there is good drainage, soil of fair fertility, and at 
least five or six hours of sunshine, preferably morn- 
ing sun. While plants are young soil should be kept 
well worked fairly close to plant, but after plant 
starts to branch cultivation should be shallow near 
the plant, so as not to disturb the feeder roots. Two 
or three times during the growing season a well balanced 
fertilizer may be worked in around plant, but no closer 
than six inches, and a little more distance from plant 
as they get larger. When watering scak the ground well 
once a week, rather than a small amount each day. Many 
insecticides are recommended, and I have tried most,but 
found one of the best to be Malathion, which is as near 
a complete insect killer as is on the market. Whatever 
you use, be sure to read directions carefully. If using 
DDT be sure to use some compatible spray material with 
_ it, as DDT does not kill two of our most destructive in- 
sects, Red Snider Mite and Aphid. 


Dahlias should not be planted near trees or shrubs, 
as these rob too much moisture and food from the bround. 
Best to plant large varieties three feet apart, and 
Miniatures and Poms a little closer. Dahlias like com- 
pany, but not crowding. 

If soil is clay or heavy, plant about four inches deep. 
If soil is light or sandy, five or six inches deep would 
be better. 

If any fertilizer is used at planting time,use such 
kinds as bone meal,shredded manure,compost,rotted leaves, 
or rotted manure. Mix well with soil in planting area. 
Do not let commercial fertilizers come in contact with 
root, but use as side dressing in later feedings. A 
light mulch of straw,peat moss or ground corn cob at 
last cultivating will help keep ground moist and cool. 
when mulching use a little extra fertilizer to compen— 
sate for amounts the mulch will absorb.
